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a method and apparatus for creating a holographic stereogram 
that is capable of canceling noise to create a high-quality 
hologram. 

United States Patent 4,925,779, Policht et al . , relates 
to a photo negative strip including a sequence of individual 
photo frames that is protected by laminating two slightly 
narrower strips of transparent protective film onto opposite 
surfaces of the photo strip. 

United States Patent 5,776,286, Yeh et al . , relates to a 
hologram manufacturing process for efficiently providing a 
multi-holographic optical element substrate unit with a 
uniform diffraction efficiency that is marked with 
predetermined alignment marks so it may be cut into a 
predetermined number of individual holographic optical 
elements . 

United States Patent 4,126,373, Moraw, relates to a 
holographic identification element having an integral 
holographic recording. 
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
